Washington. May 4.—Yesterday passed 
without a single word from the Ameri­ 
can fleet in the Philippines, and In view 
of the long-continued interruption in 
cable communication the offlcials are 
beginning to resign themselves to the be­ 
lief that they must wait for their oftl- 
cial news until a boat arrives at Hong 
Kong. 
This will not necessarily be a 
naval vessel, for it is not believed that 
Commodore Dewey—w’ho will be ad­ 
miral as soon as he can be reached by 
cable—could have spared any of hii 
ships, even the McCulloch, to carry dis­ 
patches before 
the 
bombardment 
Is 
ended. In ordinary times there is plenty 
of communication by steamers, and the 
ofllcials will be rather surprised if some 
news is not at hand by this means to­ 
day. 
If Admiral Dewey wants troops 
to hold what he may gain in the Phil­ 
ippines he will be sent as many as he 
needs directly from San Francisco, and 
It Is verf likely that state volunteers 
will make up the quota. 
The cabinet 
talked about 
this 
yesterday, anij is 
only waiting to hear what Commodore 
Dewey wants. 


Fruncu Huh Report« froni Manila. 


The French embassy is the only for­ 
eign establishment In Washington which 
has receive* ofllclal dispatches on the 
battle of Manila. These came from the 
French ambassador at Madrid, and were 
drawn from Spanish reports. 
It was 
stated from Berlin that the foreign of­ 
fice there had cabled reports to all the 
German 
embassies, but the 
German 
embassy here had not received a word 
on the subject up to a late hour yester­ 
day, The British, French and German 
governments have consuls at Manila, 
but the cable Interruption cuts them 
oK from any communication with their 
government. Who has cut the cable Is 
a 
source 
of 
much 
speculation. 
A 
leading 
diplomat 
said

cumstances would indicate that the 
cutting had been done by Spanish ofll- 
cials on Instructions from Madrid, in or­ 
der to «top the transmission of further 
news of tlie disaster, and In that way 
calm the storm of popular indignation 
at Madrid.

Washington, May 4.—What promised 
to be an uneventful and uninteresting 
session of the house was thrown sud* 
denly, after three hours' consideration 
oi private bills, into a session of spirited 
speechmaking 
that savored at times 
much of acrimony, n ie storm was pre- 
cipltated by Lewis (Dem.) of Washing­ 
ton, who referred in the course of a 
speech to the recent vote of Cummings 
of New York in support of the war rev­ 
enue bill, with its incorporated bond 
feature. 
He made reference to Cum­ 
mings’ assertion that this period was a 
time for placing country above party. 
Intimating that the New York member 
had served the Republican party and 
perhaps contributed to the satisfaction 
of unpatriotic monopolists and capital­ 
ists. 


This brought a patriotic speech in re­ 
ply from Cummings. Interspersed with 
some sarcastic comments that intensi­ 
fied the interest and called an outpour­ 
ing of members from the cloak rooms.

In this great western country, where 
there Is so much wild laud, where 
millions of acres of soil have never 
felt the 
touch of 
the ploughman's 
3liare or the keen edge of the wood­ 
man’s ax, it does 
not seem that It 
would be necessary to reclaim land 
from the sea to obtain acres for cul­ 
tivation. But that has been done, and 
In Skagit county, almost in the very 
northwestern corner of the staie, can 
be found scores of the flnoat ranchos 
in the world, lying behind dikes built 
to keep out the sea and the overtlows 
of the Skagit river, the largest stream 
that empties into the sound. 


This is 
the veritable 
Holland of 
Washington. In 
Skagit county 
are 
situated the famous Swinomish flats, 
the Beaver marsh, the Olympic marsh 
and the Samish flats, all surrounded 
by dikes ranging In height from 2 to 
15 feet. There are tide gates along 
the sea shore which act automatically, 
and which drain the land so perfectly 
that crops are raised on land below 
the sea, level with safety. And such 
crops! 


For ages tho big river 
has been 
bringing down fi-om the hills the rich­ 
est sediment, and there is really no 
bottom to the soil. If a farmer in tho 
east ploughs a little too deep he turns 
up clay or rocks; if the Beaver marsh 
rancher holds his plow handles too 
high he simply digs up more of the 
rich loam that raises every year with­ 
out fall such crops that the old ranch­ 
ers of other sections cannot beliove 
the stories. One hundred and twenty- 
five bushels of oats to the acre, a ton 
and a half of hops, or live tons of hay, 
are common yields, while all sorts of 
root crops give equally large results. 


In order to plow this land, which, 
of course, is 
soft and 
spongy, tho 
ranchers often put "tuley” shoes on 
their horses, the shoes consisting of 
wide w’ooden blocks, to prevent tho 
animals from sinking into the loam. 


There are at present eight diking dis­ 
tricts in the county, and nearly every 
ranch of any size is in one or another 
of these districts. Fully 100 miles of 
dikes are in use in 
tho county, and 
many of them are used also as roads. 
Very picture.sque are these embank­ 
ments, in many places, as they wind 
around through the trees. When the 
Skagit is having a freshet, the people 
turn out to watch their dikes, and by 
repairing them, nave their lands from 
inundation. 
Sonieiirnes a very high 
tide will go over a dike and cover 
a number of ranches with salt water 
If the water dtie.«; not stand too long, 
this does no particular damage. 


As there is nothing but sand and 
black loam to construct the dikes of, 
no permanent work has ever been done 
and cannot bo until the river is so im­ 
proved 
that 
it 
has a 
reasonably 
straight channel to the sea. Five or 
six forks or mouths discharge the wat­ 
er into the sound, and the delta thus 
formed is e.xcellent farming land. If 
the water should be contlned to one 
channel thousands of acres of land 
w’ould be reclaimed, and the danger of 
overflow reduced to a minimum. By 
this Improvement a magnificent navi­ 
gable river, 
teeming with 
Ush and 
flow’ing through a wealth of timber 
and mineral land, would be opened up 
dnd would provide 
employment for 
countless numbers of people.
